As he left the cabinet session, 
Attlee told reporters: 

“Well, we are carrying on.” 

Later, the cabinet issued a formal 
statement which said: 

“The cabinet met this morning to 
consider the situation arising from 
the general election. 

“After consultaticn with his col- 

leagues, the prime minister has 

decided that as the house of com- 
mons will contain a majority of 

Labor members, it is the duty of 
the present administration to con- 
tinue in office, for the King’s 
government must be carried on. 

“The prime minister hopes that 
now that the election is over, all 
will once moré give their full ef- 
forts to carrying forward the neces- 
sary work of the nation.”

It states: “Our Conservative 
friends keep right on telling us 
that what Canada should do is to 
devalue the Canadian dollar to 
90 cents in relation to the U.S, 
dollar. Then, they say, our ex- 
ports of gold, cattle, and other 
commodities would be worth 10 
per cent more in terms of Cana- 
dian money and so we would 
benefit.” 

Now what would happen If we 
allowed our dollar to fall to 90 
cents American? That would 
mean that we would have to pay 
10 per cent more in our money 
for every dollar's worth of goods 
from that source.

Throne Speech 
Clouds Issues 


The Federal throne speech 
deals with the Wheat Board and 
with floor prices for agriculture 
and thereby contradicts itself by 
supporting freedom to trade in, 


. One breath and government con- 


trols 
next. 

If the government intends to 
provide adequate floor prices 
then there is no need for compul- 
sory marketing and government 
interference with farm trade, On 
the other hand, if a wheat board 
was the solution to grain trading, 
why is not a meat board the solu- 
tion to livestock operations? 

But if a government controlled 
and compulsory marketing set-up 
ds the solution why is a floor 
price necessary? 

The fact is that the govern- 
Ment supports the Wheat Bourd 
because the farm organizations 
want it and it supports floor 
Prices because it is beginning to 
realize that no compulsory mar- 
keting plan can ever succeed 
Once conditions become difficult. 

Many will disagree with that 
Proposition, 

Many will point out the failure 
to allow farmers to sell their 
own products, These experts will 
explain that the old niethods of 
private freedom are out of date 
and that modern compulsoty mart- 
keting methods are much better. 

That is an interesting argu- 
ment because, you see, compul- 
sory marketing and government 
controls are centuries old and 
they have failed as often as they 
have been tried, 


Government 
Control 


About 1700 BC the Egyptians 
established government control 
of the grain marketing. When 
crops were good the government 
took a share. When conditions 
became difficult it supplemented 
these controls by taking charge 
of the operations of the farms, 
supplying seed, directing what 
was to be planted and how it 
was to be harvested. 

They even developed grain 
elevators similar to ours. The 
end of the Egyptian experiment 
‘1 government marketing was 
the reducing of the farmers to a 
status somewhat like American 
share-croppers. 

In China between 424 anid 387 
BC, quotas were established, 
prices were regulated, the gov- 
ernment stored surplus crops for 
the bad years, 

it is reported by Dr, Chen that 
the principle which was applied 
in those years was to destroy 
monopoly, “so that the independ- 
ent or small producer can be 
protected on the one side, and 
the consumer on the other.

England Mourns 
A Rare Comedian 


LONDON, England—The huge, 
smiling posters on the facade of 
the Prince of Wales Theatre 
were being taken down when I 
passed through Leicester Square 
and there were tears in the eyes 
of many of the Cockneys who 
stuod about watching the work- 
men. 

The Londoner loves his clowns 


. only slightly less than he loves 


his royalty and so the death of 

Sid Field brought a day of 
mourning to the whole city, 

It was the top news in the 
early editions of the newspapers 
and when a new top story came 
along (“Atoms Secrets Charge”) 
the Cockney paper hawkerg con- 
tinued to shout about Sid. One 
had scrawled a simple legend on 
his board: “Our Sid Has Gone.” 

I doubt if the news had much 
impact on the other side of the 
Atlantic, Sid Field died at 45. 
He never quite became an inter- 
national favorite. If he had lived 
that would have been inevitable 
since any American.who saw him 
became his worshipper. 

He was the comedian’s come- 
dian, a genius in his way and in- 
evitably compared with Chaplin. 

But his exported pictures, no- 
tably the $5,000,000 “London 
Town,” were gigantic flops and 
the Sid Field who came with 
such impact across the footlights 
never registered on celluloid. 

Some of the writers here who 
knew him personally say he died 
with a feeling of failure because 
of that. Yet he was by all odds 
Chaplin's only successor .. , and 
something much more than that 
to Canadian and American serv- 
icemen who saw him perform in 
the war years, 


Made 
For Us 


Those Americans and Cana- 
dians undetbtedly had something 
to do with Sid Field's great suc- 
cess, He had been a favorite in 
the music halls in the provinces 
from the time he was 18, “the 
cock of the north,” as someone 
called him, but London always 
seemed beyond his grasp. 

Then, in 1948, the late George 
Black “discovered” him and put 
him in the revue, “Strike a New 
Note.” This show, itself, was 
something new and quite won- 
derful, It ignored the well-estab- 
lished London performers and 
as made up entirely of fresh

That statement could be well 
used today, It certainly contains 
all the hopes expressed by those 
wanting government controls. 

That Chinese experiment fail- 
ed, not because of any lack .t 
theory but simply because it 
became impossible for officials 
to combine commercial functions 
with political considerations, 

Athens experimented with 
grain boards between 404-337 BC 
and prohibited the export of 
grain by farmers. Grain inspect- 
ors were appointed to supervise 
all grain transactions. Prices were 
strictly controlled. The results 
were disastrous for the Greek 
people. 

Rome tried to control grain 
marketing as well as the market- 
ing of other produce, 301-361 AD. 
Despite severe penalties and ab- 
solute authority, conditions be- 
came so difficult that the controls 
had to be dropped, ’ 

Britain tried for over five een- 
turies to enforce certain grain 
and bread regulations, Yet deas- 
pite every effort the last of those 
laws was repealed in 1815. Other 
attempts have been made in 
France, Belgium, India and in 
Colonial United States, 

In some cases the control was 
aimed solely at price fixing. In 
other cases the government at- 
tempted to handle the marketing 
4s well. In each instance, the 
experiment failed—not immedi- 
ately, but after a period of years,

To date, the Canadian govern- 
ment has had an easy time sell- 
ing Canadian grain below world 
prices and making the farmer 
absorb the reduction in price, 

The federal government is 
working with the farmers’ own 
money. It has guaranteed noth- 
ing. If prices fall, they fall in 
Canada, because the wheat board 
pays no more than it receives on 
the open market. 

Thus, under this plan, the 
farmer can never hope to get as 
much as is paid elsewhere. 

The best he can hope for is 
something less than the average 
received by farmers in other 
lands. 

Canada is not trying anything 
mew, but something so old that 
most other nations have learned 
centuries ago that it cannot work 
@s well as can a free market with 
the farmers, either singly, or in 
their group organizations, selling 
their own produce to their own 
best interests with a floor price 
to protect them from disaster in 
the national interest.

Perfectionism 


Perfectionism means a striving after supreme ex- 
cellence. The perfectionist may be an artist trying to 
create something that is flawless in design and execu- 
tion. He may be a workman intent on doing a job that is 
completely competent. Or he may be an individual with 
an intense desire to pattern his life in full accord with 
the will of God. 

Every human being has a duty to bring the best in 
him to every task. There should be perfectionists in every 
office and factor& Perents and teachers cannot afford 
to be negligent, or slip-shod in the vital roles assigned to 
them. A great responsibility rests on leaders of govern- 
ment lest hasty or careless decisions spell widespread 
disaster or calamity. 

It must be remembered, however, that perfectionism 
sometimes becomes a vice rather than a virtue. The per- 
fectionist may give up a task because he sees too many 
imperfections in the work already done. Or he may waste 
hours or days trying to iron out unimportant imperfec- 
tions from unimportant products. In the spiritual order, 
perfectionism may degenerate into scrupulosity. 

Very often perfectionism leads to sloth. A man who 
finds his efforts unsatisfying may gradually acquire the 
habit of taking it easy and doing as little as he can get by 
with. Sometimes perfectionism may be motivated by 
vanity or human respect. Often the perfectionist's trouble 
is that he wants to be considered a genius and cannot 
abide the slightest reflection on his genius. 

Perfectionism must always be accompanied by a 
sensible regard for one’s own limitations. There are no 


absolute standards in perfectionism, Not all artists can + 


produce masterpieces. Some must be content to do work 
that is at least technically flawless. A writer may turn out 
a sound book that is not literature. And so on. 

Perfectionism nevertheless always makes high de- 
mands, This is especially true in the spiritual life. These 
demands call for humility, exalted resolve, constant 
prayer, and ready submission to God's will. The spiritual 
perfectionists are those with the single aim of imitating 
the perfection of Christ. They may fall many times from 
grace, but through penance and self-control they ulti- 
mately achieve ‘the infinitely great’goal of uniting them- 
selves forever with God.
